Applicants' amendment filed 8/9/2006 has been considered; however, the amendment has 
not been entered given that it raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or 
search. 

There are two new issues. First, the "hydrocarbyl" of the phosphite compound has been 
replaced with the more narrow "alkyl," wherein alkyl groups were not previously presented in 
the claims. Second, claims 23-25 are new, wherein the introduction of a closed range regarding 
the number of carbon atoms is a new issue and would warrant further consideration of 
applicant's inventive and comparative data. Therefore, the amendment would require further 
consideration and/or search. 

In the interest of better enabling the applicants to assess the patentability of their claims, 
the following advisory is given. 

Had this amendment been entered, the examiner would have maintained that applicant's 
data regarding Cm alkyl phosphite is not commensurate in scope with the claimed "alkyl 
phosphite, wherein the alkyl group contains at least 12 carbon atoms" because the amount range 
of carbon atoms is still open-ended.
